Thoroughbreds and the War 


N THE BLooD-HORSE of January 10 was an edi- 

torial headed ‘‘Pearl Harbor and Racing,”’ in 
which it was concluded that the production of 
Thoroughbreds ought to be curtailed. Last week 
a reader objected in a letter that the tone of our 
comment was “defeatist,’’ and suggested that 
such statements might get people into a panic. 
“I may put more into your article than you meant 
to be there, but it is the impression it made on 
me,” the letter said. 

Since there may have been others who got the 
same impression, and since we weren’t quite done 
with the subject anyway, we wish to restate and 
amplify our opinion. 

We believe that racing ought to be continued 
during the war as nearly as possible on the same 
scale as in peacetime. It is not only worthy as a 
sport, but as a business it is essential to the wel- 
fare of many thousands of people. It provides, 
directly and indirectly, many millions of dollars 
in taxes for Federal, state, and local governments. 
It is the means through which we maintain a res- 
ervoir of breeding material for horses for military 
use. It is one of the many treasured privileges 
of that American way of life which we are cur- 
rently engaged in defending. We do not think 
racing should be suspended except in cases of 
military expediency, and we have not as yet seen 
any evidence of a military situation that justified 
the closing of a race track. 

But we face a situation in which one of the 
great tracks has been closed, in which other great 
tracks may be closed with no more regard to the 
special interest of the sport and of the people 
connected with it than was shown when Santa 
Anita Park was closed. We face the certain pros- 
pect also that more race horses are going to be 
available during the next several years than will 
be needed on the race tracks of this country or 
any countries which will buy them from us. This 
is not a war-borne condition; it is the natural re- 
sult of our peacetime enthusiasm. 

The course we propose is the same course that 
we had already proposed in time of peace: curtail

production of Thoroughbreds for racing purposes. 
This is the course that is essential for the im- 
provement of the breed and for the improvement 
of the financial condition of breeders who hope 
to profit from their breeding operations or to keep 
their losses as low as possible. We do not suggest 
that a great mass movement be started with the 
aim of bringing about a drastic reduction in the 
numbers of Thoroughbred foals, but only that 
breeders cull out their least valuable stock in 
order that the foals produced by the most valuable 
stock may be of greater value. This is plain com- 
mon sense, not a wartime emergency. The most 
successful breeders always cull out what they con- 
sider their worst stock, but in recent years breed- 
ers, taken collectively, have failed to cull enough. 

Off the race tracks there is a great new need 
for horses. There is no occasion for reducing the 
numbers of horses suitable for agricultural, com- 
mercial, and military purposes; the production of 
such horses should rather be increased. The more 
Thoroughbreds that can be diverted from the race 
tracks for such purposes the better for all con- 
cerned. The more Thoroughbred mares and stal- 
lions that can be diverted to the production of 
half-breds the better it will be for all concerned. 

There is no defeatism in these views, no sug- 
gestion of panic. There is no fear that racing is 
going to be elbowed out of the American way of 
life, no thought that a good Thoroughbred is go- 
ing to be less of a treasure than he has been since 
the American way of life began. We are only 
suggesting once more that good Thoroughbreds 
can be enjoyed more economically if there are 
fewer poor Thoroughbreds competing against 
them for stall room. 

Which brings us to another theme song of THE 
BLOoD-HORSE. Racing is the only reliable means 
for selecting breeding stock. Hence one of the 
main obligations of the race track to the breeder 
is to provide enough non-claiming races to test 
the worthiness of stallions and mares for breeding 
purposes. We hope that American race tracks, 
whatever changes in their programs may be nec- 
essary during the war, will do all they can to pro- 
vide opportunities for good-class horses.

Presidential Help 


OOD news to racing associations in the East 

was President Roosevelt’s public announce- 
ment on January 16 that he was in favor of more 
baseball games this year, and particularly more 
night baseball games. The greater part of major 
league baseball is played in cities which are on 
or near the Atlantic Coast. That sport presents 
some of the same “dangers” as racing-——it draws 
large crowds together in congested parks, and it 
creates traffic blockades as crowds go to and 
from the games. These are the objections which 
have been made to racing in wartime, and in fact 
the President's endorsement of night games, 
which create a very brightly lighted area that 
would be a virtual beacon for an incoming raider, 
means that he is willing to accept hazards which 
racing does not involve. 

With the nation’s chief unopposed to large out- 
door gatherings in the name of sport, the wow- 
sers who have objected to racing, with national 
defense as an excuse, are left on rather untenable 
grounds. They will have to show first how they 
happen to know more about the needs of the 
emergency than the President, which will take 
a lot of doing. 

An amusing sidelight to this indirect comfort 
to racing is that it was issued in response to an 
inquiry by Judge Kenesaw M. Landis, who doesn’t 
like racing, any part, and has made his ball play- 
ers sneak to the race tracks like children into the 
cookie jar. 


Too Much Weight 


HE situation at the Fair Grounds at New 

Orleans is one to make the angels weep, if 
you can imagine angels concerning themselves 
about it. The race track is in good hands, racing 
is being well conducted, there are plenty of 
horses of at least a better class than the city 
has been accustomed to in recent years. There 
are also some bookmakers. Just how many is 
hard to say. Estimates vary from 200, which 
sounds low, to 2,000, which seems unreasonably 
high. However many there are, they have been 
running wide open and deflecting from the race 
track a good many thousands of dollars every 
day. The pari-mutuel turnover at the track is 
averaging about $55,000 daily, the track has had 
to cut some of its better purses and pare its 
personnel, and officials are already hinting that 
there will be no race meeting next winter. Then, 
of course, it will be the bookmakers’ time to ex- 
perience hard times, the parasites having de- 
stroyed their host. 

This matter has appeared freely in Louisiana 
newspapers. John F. Clark, Jr., who raced Clang 
and is now chairman of the Louisiana State Rac- 
ing Commission, has protested publicly, and has 
said right out loud that he has found a “lack of 
cooperation of the city and state police in han- 
dling the handbook situation in New Orleans.” He 
is going to continue to find it, because New 
Orleans is in the midst of an internecine war to 
determine which of those grand old Southerners, 
Robert S. Maestri or Herve Racivitch, is to be 
mayor of the city. If the city police closed a 
bookmaker, it might anger him somewhat, and

he and his unemployed assistants would march 
off boldly to the polls and exercise their sacred 
right of suffrage on behalf of Mr. Racivitch. If 
the state police did the closing, Mayor Maestri 
would gain in the balloting, for the mayoralty 
race is a city-state fight. If both city and state 
police cooperated in closing the books, it might 
leave the operators up a tree, mad at everybody, 
but that isn’t the way things are done way down 
yender in New Orleans. 

So racing dwindles at the Fair Grounds, be- 
cause two aspirants for New Orleans’ highest 
public office are unwilling to prosecute malefac- 
tors for fear of losing the malefactors’ votes. 
The State of Louisiana is getting bilked in the 
process, too, because the revenue from racing is 
not what it ought to be. But nobody minds that: 
the Legislature can always add another tax, 
can’t it? 

Of course there is going to be an election, on 
January 27. But by the time that is over, and 
the dust has settled, and somebody can fearlessly 
set about extirpating the bookmakers, the Fair 
Grounds meeting will be about through. And 
they do mean through.

How Can They Use Us? 


RCADIA, Calif., January 10 (Delayed in the 

mail).—With his race meeting shot out from 
under him by Japanese warplanes, Dr. Charles 
H. Strub, general manager of Santa Anita Park, 
called in his department heads a few days before 
the entire staff of the race track, including the 
highest executives, were to go off the payroll. 
Dr. Strub had an idea, and it had nothing to do 
with Thoroughbred racing. He pointed out that 
this group had worked together for eight years 
as the nucleus of one of the most successful 
sports enterprises the country had ever known, 
had handled large masses of people more effi- 
ciently than they had ever been handled before, 
had solved traffic problems and large-scale finan- 
cial prcblems, and had become amazingly expert 
at the business of organization. Dr. Strub 
thought that in these times the Government 
should be able to use such men, not only as indi- 
viduals, but as a group. 

The Doctor pointed cut further that there is a 
great deal of space at Santa Anita Park, which 
was being used at the time merely to house 
horses, most of which would ship away as soon 
as railway cars and stalls at other tracks were 
available. He thought vital defense and produc- 
tion industries might be able to use both Santa 
Anita Park and the highly trained group of men 
who operated it so successfully for seven seasons. 

Dr. Strub went out himself, and sent his 
agents out, to interview defense ccuncils, OPM 
heads, Army officers, Naval departments, civic 
authorities, in the hope that Santa Anita Park 
and its capable executive staff could find their 
niche in the mighty war effort of the country. 


It Did Happen Here 


T was on a Saturday that Dr. Strub was invited 

to San Francisco to confer with military au- 
thorities in regard to the Santa Anita meeting 
which had originally been scheduled to open on 
December 31. The invitation came by long-dis- 
tance telephone; Dr. Strub’s face, which had 
taken on haggard lines since December 15, when 
the meeting was ordered canceled, relaxed. A 
smile broke over it. This, he thought, could 
mean only one thing. An opening date could be 
announced to the worried, impatient horsemen 
of Santa Anita Park. He rushed through Santa 
Anita’s tunnels to the office of his racing secre- 
tary, Webb Everett, cried: 

“They're going to tell us something at last. I 
think it’s going to be something good.” 

Strub had gocd reason to believe there were 
grounds for optimism. The request to cancel 
Santa Anita’s opening date had come in the 
form of a brief telegram, relayed by telephone. 
It was natural to suppose that any order to can- 
cel the meeting would come in the same form. It 
was a good sign, he thought, that they wanted to 
discuss the matter, now the first hysteria and 
confusion of war was over. 

Strub’s optimism was infectious. Everett re- 
marked to horsemen that ‘Santa Anita is a 1 to 
4 shot now.”’ Horsemen, as a class, are chronic 


pessimists, but Everett's optimism was infectious, 
too. 


Some horsemen, Roy Waldron of Milky Way 
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among them, hastened to bet that the meeting 
would open within a specified time. The pub- 
licity department of Santa Anita was permitted 
to tell the newspapers and the newspapers were 
permitted to tell the public, that Dr. Strub was 
“optimistic,” “encouraged.” 

In San Francisco, Dr. Strub did not see busy 
Lt. Gen. John L. DeWitt, commander of the 
Fourth Army, head of West Coast defense. He 
saw a staff officer, Col. D. A. Stroh, instead. The 
Colonel did not beat about the bush, wasted 
neither words nor time in breaking the bad news. 
The emergency in the West Coast area was by 
no means alleviated, he said. It was, in fact, 
much worse. The military under no conditions 
could countenance Santa Anita announcing an 
opening date. He could not say when the mili- 
tary might allow the track to open, although it 
most certainly would not be in the near future. 
He could not even say that it might be next year. 
Or the year after, for that matter. There seemed 
to be little use in the Colonel saying anything 
else, so Dr. Strub said something. He said good- 
bye. 

On his return to the south Monday, Strub did 
the only thing he could do. He canceled the 
meeting officially. He asked horsemen to as- 
semble in the jockeys’ room in the afternoon. 
Three hundred or more horsemen jammed their 
way into the inadequate quarters. Strub mount- 
ed a bench where jockeys sit when they pull on 
their boots. His speech lasted less than two 
minutes. In simple language, with a ring of sin- 
cerity that could not be feigned, he said all there 
was to say. The horsemen, all of whom were 
facing a bleak future, some of whom were facing 
a disastrous one, cheered, whistled, clapped their 
hands, stomped their feet. 


Strub has often been described as a reserved, 
icy-cold man. When he spoke to the horsemen, 
however, he was deeply moved, displayed more 
emotion than anyone present had ever seen him 
display before. Once his voice broke. It is not 
easy to write the obituary of your favorite child, 
and Santa Anita Park was Dec Strub’s baby. 

Horsemen immediately began scurrying about 
to railway agents, telegraph companies seeking 
cars and stalls. A few got both at once, but 
only a very few. The Government has need of 
rolling stock these days. Florida and New Or- 
leans are well filled, Hot Springs, which opens on 
February 22, well reserved. Valdina Farms and 
a couple of others had beaten the gun, already 
shipped. W. L. Brann, King Ranch, Charles S. 
Howard left soon after the meeting was can- 
celed. Others, including such stables as Calumet 
and Milky Way, may remain at Santa Anita all 
winter. 


Reformers’ Refrain 


HE danger to the Turf did not lie solely in 

the fact that the closing of Santa Anita cut 
horsemen off from a rich source of revenue. 
There were strong indications that reformers 
throughout the country were hailing the cancel- 
lation of the Santa Anita meeting as the result 
of a moral crusade, even though the action was 
taken in the face of strong public protest, entirely 
because of what the West Coast command be- 
lieved to be military expediency. 

At the instigation of anti-racing elements, the 
Cock County Commissioners went on record as 
disapproving the continuance of racing in Illi- 
nois for the duration. Poisoned darts against 
the sport were flying in other parts of the coun- 
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try, although they were not yet coming in a 
barrage. 

And the lobby for National Prohibition was out 
in the open again in Washington. 

Racing men generally felt virtually defense- 
less, it seemed. They felt that too strong a pro- 
test against the closing of Santa Anita, too much 
propaganda for the continuance of racing would 
brand them as unpatriotic, since the instructions 
not to open the southern California course came 
from military sources. 

They knew, however, that the reformers who 
oppose racing would shed their black frockcoats 
and string ties for the striped pants and starred 
jackets of Uncle Sam, that resistance to racing 
would no longer be passive. 


Caliente Carries On 


DWIN J. BROWN, State steward, seeking 

some small “out” for racing in California, 
advanced the suggestion that a half-mile track 
at the swank and expensive desert resort of Palm 
Springs, 106 miles from Los Angeles, be used for 
a 19-day meeting, with five days devoted to 
charity. 

Across the border in Mexico, Agua Caliente 
continued to carry on, played to good crowds at 
its Sunday matinees, even though inspection of 
cars, questioning of passengers at the border is 
now a much more tedious proceeding than it was 
before Pearl Harbor. Caliente hoped its crowds 
wouldn’t grow so large that they would cause 
traffic congestion on the seaside highway, at- 
tract notice of military authorities. The track 
could undoubtedly profit by holding several days 
of racing a week instead of only one. But it has 
no such plans at present. 

Sunday, January 4, Caliente offered one of its 
best programs in years, from the standpoint of 
horsefiesh. Sixteen very good horses were named 
for one sprint event. One race with a minimum 
claiming price of $2,500 filled to capacity 
something almost unheard of at the Mexican 
course. 

Santa Anita horsemen calling Agua Caliente 
for stalls were warned by the English-speaking 
operator in Tia Juana: 

“This conversation must be conducted in Eng- 
lish or Spanish. No mention must be made of 
the weather, or of troop or ship movements. A 
censor is listening in to disconnect you.” 


Breeders Blue 


HE small breeders of California--and there 

are plenty of 'em—-faced the most difficult 
situation of all. It seemed almost inevitable 
they would be wiped out. Some of them have in- 
vested their life savings in Thoroughbreds. Rich 
men, of course, can afford to carry on after a 
fashion, but their activities will be greatly cur- 
tailed. 

A committee of the California Breeders Asso- 
ciation met, announced the winter sales of that 
organization would be held at Santa Anita Park 
on January 30. No one expected that the record 
price of $75,000 paid for New Broom at Sara- 
toga in 1928 would be bettered.

Top 2-Year-Olds: Box Score 


AST week THE BLOOD-HORSE published John 

B. Campbell’s ranking of the best 2-year-olds 
of 1941 in the Experimental Handicap. I im- 
mediately picked up those at the top and fitted 
them into a “box score” similar to that used in 
studying the best 2-year-olds of 1940 (THE BLOop- 
HorsE, January 25, 1941). The results, I think, 
are worthy of a bit of study, and the conclusions 
to be drawn are by no means as obscure as might 
be suspected. 

To make up the box score all the horses rated 
better than 112 pounds were taken, plus all the 
fillies rated better than 109 pounds. Accounting 
for a three-pound sex allowance in this manner 
brought in only one filly in addition to those rated 
above 112 pounds. This was Mar-Kell. 

The total number of 2-year-olds thus considered 
was 22. In the tabulation they are arranged in 
the order they appeared in the handicap. The 
data given are more or less self-explanatory, and 
in most cases do not require comment, being set 
down merely as a matter of interest, but one or 
two qualifications need explanation. 

“Birthrank” indicates the number of reported 
foals the dam of the 2-year-old has produced, in- 
cluding the 2-year-old. The records on this point 
are not always exact; Sun Again, for instance, 
appears as the first registered foal of his dam, 
but he was in reality the second offspring of Hug 
Again, whose first foal died without being regis- 
tered. It will be noted that 15 of the 22 horses 
were among the first three foals of their dams. 
The five horses at the top of the list are all first 
or second foals, and the next two are third foals. 
Of the seven whose birthrank was higher than 
fourth, five (Shut Out, Fair Call, Buster, Chiquita 
Mia, Eternal Bull) are out of mares which 
showed excellent racing class. This leaves only 
Amphitheatre, whose dam had already produced 
four winners from six foals ahead of him, and 
Petrify, which was the fifth successive winner 
from her dam. Incidentally, neither the dam of 
Amphitheatre nor the dam of Petrify was ever 
raced. 

A lesson may be read here. If a mare had 
racing class, she remains a good prospect as a 
producer as long as she is healthy and vigorous 
(though the margin of her probable superiority 
is of course lessened with each failure she pro- 
duces). If she did nct reveal racing class, her 
early foals may be depended upon to reveal her 
producing class. Since it has been demonstrated 
that the first foal of a mare is at a disadvantage 
as compared with later foals (though there are, 
of course, many high-class firstlings), the second 
and third foals remain the most dependable 
standard of judgment for the breeding qualities 
of a mare which did not reveal racing class. 

There is a similar situation with regard to the 
ages of the mares. The ages of the parents are 
given as of the year in which the mating took 
place, that is, in 1938. Five of the 22 dams were 
older than ten years of age in 1938; three of these 
were stakes winners and another (*Home Star, 
the dam of Chiquita Mia) was placed in stakes. 
This is not pointed out merely to show that young 
mares are better than old mares, but to show that 
a mare does not ordinarily reach the higher age

brackets without having adequately revealed her 
value as a producer. That is to say, by the time 
a mare has had four or five foals, if these foals 
have not come up to the standard set by the 
breeder who owns her, he has enough evidence at 
hand to discard her, no matter how well bred 
she is. 

Now let us consider the racing class of the 22 
mares which produced these top 2-year-olds. 
Seven were stakes winners, three others were 
placed in stakes, eight others were winners, one 
was placed, and the other three never raced. As 
has often been pointed out, American racing does 
not reveal the actual racing class of fillies as 
much as racing in other countries does, England 
especially, but such evidences as we do have are 
very valuable. By looking carefully at the racing 
records of the dams of the 22 horses under con- 
sideration, we find that, of the 19 mares which 
raced, 16 showed rather definite evidences of good 
racing class. 

In the case of seven mares we have stakes vic- 
tories for proof. These are Some Pomp, dam of 
Some Chance; Goose Egg, dam of Shut Out; 
*Felina II, dam of Buster; Wand, dam of Cadu- 
ceus; Rose Eternal, dam of Eternal Bull; Myrtle- 
wood, dam of Miss Dogwood; and Nellie Flag, 
dam of Mar-Kell. In three other cases, besides 
winning races, we have placings in stakes. These 
are Dabchick, dam of Devil Diver; *Home Star, 
dam of Chiquita Mia; and Rhythmic, dam of 
Sweep Swinger. 

There are seven others where the evidence 
from the charts seems definite enough. Hug 
Again, dam of Sun Again (whose 2-year-old 
class, I am told, impressed Ben Jones as better 
than that of Whirlaway), won 10 races, and was 
second in the Hinata Stakes when that race was 
run under overnight conditions. Vice Versa, dam 
of Contradiction, won a claiming race in which 
she was valued at $2,000, but broke down badly 
at Arlington Park when she was easily leading a 
field including such good-class performers as For- 
ever Yours, Tinkling Brook, Two Bob, and Loto- 
fus. Buginarug, dam of Bless Me, raced only at 


three, beat such good performers as Manrico, 
Broadway, Cardinalis, Danger Point, Advocator, 
and Lady Maryland. Fairlee, dam of Fair Call, 
showed a lower average class in her races, but as 
a 2-year-old was beaten only a head by Late Date 
in an allowance race. Flying Song, dam of 
Apache, ran creditably against such horses as 
Jabot, Fleam, Hindu Queen, Bright Phantom, etc. 
Fluton, dam of Ficklebush, beat horses of the 
class of Giant Killer, Balcony, Fair Knightess, 
Proclivity, Infantry, Liberal, Goldeneye, Ceiling, 
etc. 

For Winds Chant, dam ef Alsab, and Fair Per- 
dita, dam of Requested, there is no special evi- 
dence of class, except for one race of Fair Per- 
dita’s. Winds Chant ran mostly in claiming 
races around the $1,500 mark, was once second 
in her eight starts at three, the only year she 
raced. In her first start, at Churchill Downs, she 
was up against a field which included King 
Saxon, Hug Again, Ridge Blond, and other good 
ones, but she finished last. Fair Perdita’s only 
win was in a claiming race at $1,500, but in her 
first start she was second to the good filly Span- 
ish Babe, with two other good ones in Evening 
Gown and Nectarine behind her. 

This leaves only the unraced dams of Amphi- 
theatre, Colchis, and Petrify unaccounted for, 
plus Nunnery, dam of the English-bred *Fairaris 
(Fair Trial—-Nunnery, by Friar Marcus). Nun- 
nery was a winner, but showed little class. 

Now, as a sort of final step in this examination, 
I ask the reader to take up the annual supple- 
ment of stakes winners, sent out last week, and 
examine the pedigrees of these six horses whose 
racing class was not foreshadowed by the racing 
class of their dams--Alsab, Requested, Amphi- 
theatre, Colchis, *Fairaris, Petrify. They are all 
included in the supplement, except *Fairaris. I 
ask the readers to glance over these pedigrees 
and attempt to appraise them as pedigrees, as 
they would have looked a year ago, before these 
youngsters distinguished themselves. With the 
possible exception of Amphitheatre they are 
strictly run-of-the-mine pedigrees. If anyone 
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wishes to classify them as top pedigrees, he is of 
course entitled to his opinion, since it is the 
beauty of pedigrees that each of them looks good 
to somebody; but if I hear of anyone appraising 
these as top pedigrees I shall assume that his 
hindsight is vastly more penetrating than his 
foresight. If it were otherwise, if these pedigrees 
looked so hot before 1942, how was it that Alsab, 
an excellent individual, sold for $700, that Re- 
quested, an excellent individual, sold for $1,300, 
and that Sag Rock, the dam of Petrify, was pur- 
chased in the fall of 1939 by Charles S. Howard 
for no more than $500? 

In this hasty glance at 22 top horses I have 
omitted the sires almost entirely from consider- 
ation, not because they are less important per se 

aw, skip it, just say I have omitted them from 
consideration because just now I am more inter- 
ested in mares. 

Is there a definite conclusion from all this? 
There is. It is definite not because you can prove 
anything with 22 horses, but because the results 
from these 22 horses run parallel to the results 
from other samples of a similar nature. This is 
simply another scoopful piled on top of the moun- 
tain of evidence already in existence. 

It exemplifies once more, and very definitely, 
several principles which have already been boldly 
asserted and plausibly maintained hereabouts: 


(1) Racing class is of paramount importance in 
appraising prospective broodmares. 

(2) Pedigrees are 
prospective broodmares. 


trifling value in appraising 


(3) In the case of a mare whose racing record was 
inconclusive or poor, the first three or four foals 
may be depended on to reveal her potentiality as a 


producer, down to a very small margin of error. In 
such cases the supposedly well bred mare has only 
a slight advantage, if any, over the supposedly 
poorly bred mare. 


I suppose that by now the advocates of good 
pedigrees are getting sick and tired of all this, 
especially those who think they can tell a good 
pedigree from a bad one. But it is especially 
important now, because many breeders are con- 
sidering how to cull out their breeding stock, 
what standards to use in keeping the best and 
getting rid of the worst. All breeders approach 
the task of culling out their stock with the fear 
that they will eliminate the good ones and keep 
the bad ones—-a well grounded fear, to be sure. 
It has to be admitted, of course, that no system 
can be devised to prevent such mistakes. But if 
one looks closely at the records he will find that 
the mistakes will be reduced to a minimum by 
using the following classification: 


(1) A mare worth keeping is (a) a mare that has 
already produced a good horse or (b) a mare that 
showed definite evidences of good racing class. 

(2) A mare worth keeping ‘‘on probation” is a 
mare whose racing record was inconclusive and 
whose second and third foals have not yet been 
adequately tested for racing class. The selection of 
mares for this probationary period is strictly at ran- 
dom (except insofar as conformation is concerned), 
and a very high percentage of failures is to be ex- 
pected, the number of probation cases to be de- 
termined according to the ambition and the pocket- 
book. Pedigrees may be selected according to 
saleability, but are of little value otherwise. 

(3) Mares ready for immediate elimination are 
those which do not fall in the categories indicated 
above. 


In applying these “rules,”’ there will of course 
be individual variations in the interpretation of 
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the word good. To some breeders a good horse 
is a horse of stakes class, to others it is a $1,500 
selling plater. But the rules will hold for both. 
One has simply to apply whatever standard is 
satisfactory to him. The results, in any case, 
will not be uniform. Heredity does not work 
that way. But the results will be more nearly 
satisfactory than if one grades his mares accord- 
ing to pedigree, or Bruce Lowe, or Colonel Vuil- 
lier, or last year’s broodmare sire list, or nicks 
or bloodlines, or any other hocus-pocus. 

Conformation, of course, ought to be taken into 
consideration, for while it may not provide posi- 
tive evidence of value, it will frequently provide 
negative evidence of lack of value. 

The Thoroughbred population of North Ameri- 
ca has now increased to the point where we have 
more than enough race horses to supply all the 
race tracks built, building, or likely to be built. 
There is a need for Thoroughbred blood among 
horses used for other purposes than breeding. It 
is time to divert some of our Thoroughbreds into 
other fields. I hope that in making this diversion 
Thoroughbred breeders will be realistic enough 
to make their selections according to principles 
which may result in an actual improvement of 
the breed——not according to pedigree. 


After all the above was written, Bright Willie, 
assigned 110 pounds in the Experimental Handi- 
cap, appeared as the first 3-year-old stakes win- 
ner of the 1942 season. Bright Willie does noth- 
ing to confuse the picture. He is by Brilliant, 
which sired many useful platers but had never 
before had a stakes winner. His dam, Sweet 
Face, revealed no racing class, was second in two 
claiming races as a 3-year-old. She is by *At- 
well, her second dam by The Commoner, third 
dam by *Wagner, fourth dam by Duke of Ma- 
genta. Sweet Face’s first three foals were good 
winners and Bright Willie was her fourth. As an 
undeveloped 2-year-old Bright Willie sold for 
$1,750, and in the dispersal of the Jesse Spencer 
estate horses last fall Sweet Face, barren for the 
third year in succession, was sold for $50 to Mr. 
Spencer’s neighbor W. R. Estill.

Brazilian Events 


IO DE JANEIRO, January 10.-Well, 1941 

has gone, and we are beginning the promis- 
ing—and terrific, perhaps—-year of 1942. The 
war has come to America and we don’t know 
whether the Turf will go on well. But we are 
going on our way, doing our best. 

Since the first of December, Brazilian racing 
has had a full roster of stakes events, though not 
as important as those of the previous months. 
Two very important races were offered December 
7 at the same track, Cidade Jardim. The first of 
these was the Grande Premio Derby Paulista, 
over 2,400 meters, with 70,000 milreis added. The 
field included some of the best 3-year-olds in 
Brazil, and the favorite was the colt Cognac, by 
El Malon, owned by L. P. Machado. However, 
Cognac could do no better than fifth, beaten by 
his stablemate Carin, with Chilique, Ubirajara, 
and Barulhento following. Carin, a son of Trini- 
dad-- Versailles, by Sin Rumbo, won by two 
lengths in 2:31!;. 

The next race was the Grande Premio Cidade 
de Sao Paulo, over the same distance. The odds- 
on favorite and hard winner was A. L. Campos’ 
Zurrun, by Congreve, which beat Gran Fifi a 
neck, under top weight of 132.2 pounds, in the 
good time of 2:29, a new track record. 


On the same day there were two good events 
at the Moinhos de Vento track. One was the 
Grande Premio Consolacao, at 2,200 meters, and it 
was won by Cerrito, by Lombardo, with Realce 
second, Taitu. and Cancioneiro following as 
named. The field was not a first-class one, 
though Taitu was a good stakes winner in Ar- 
gentina. The other race was the Grande Premio 
Municipal, over 1,700 meters, in which the colt 
Salmon, by Beef, proved himself undoubtedly the 
best 3-year-old in Rio Grande do Sul, winning by 
a length and a half over a field of worthy oppo- 
nents, including Jubiaba and Cineon. It was an- 
nounced after the race that Salmon will be 
shipped to Gavea, to race against the best Bra- 
zilian 3-year-olds of 1942. Salmon raced nine 
times last year, won six races and was three 
times second. 

Gavea also had a stakes race December 7, the 
Classico Jockey Club de Montevideo, over 2,400 
meters. This was won by Grand Slam, a son of 
Lord Wembley, under the heavy weight of 134.2 
pounds. He beat Rami, under the same weight, 
Tamoyo, Adonis, and two other opponents. 

F. EK. P. Machado’s Criolan, current leader of 
the Brazilian 3-year-olds in training, clashed for 
the first time with older horses on December 14. 
It was only a three-horse race, however, in which 
the colt Taco and the veteran Tamoyo were the 
opponents, and the son of Trinidad won with 
speed in reserve. The race was the Classico Al- 
fredo Santos, one of the best of the small number 
of weight-for-age races in Brazil. Taco was sec- 
ond, Tamoyo last. 


On the same day the Cidade Jardim offered the 
Grande Premio Emulacao, over 2,400 meters, in 
which the crack 4-year-old, E. and A. Assump- 
cao’s Trunfo, by Violator, a recent winner of the 
Grande Premio Presidente Vargas, scored easily 
from Tenor and Armour. Trunfo was the top 
weight under 129.8 pounds. 

December 21 was another full day for Brazilian 
racing. Gavea presented the Classico Jose Cal- 
mon, over 2,000 meters, in which Carocho, by 
Brazal, beat a field of little account, with the ex- 
ception of the filly Bonitinha, which was third 
after meeting interference. At Gavea the Premio 
Indayatuba, for 3-year-olds, was also offered, and 
it was won in beautiful style by Taco, a son of 
Sunderland. 

The Cidade Jardim presented two more im- 
portant races. The Grande Premio Importacao, 
at one mile (1,609 meters) was one, in which the 
winner turned up in Fontova, a son of Lord 
Wembley. The other was the Premio Natal, in 
which the colt Chouky, by Bosphore, from the F. 
E. P. Machado stable, scored an easy victory. 

December 21 was the biggest day of the year 
for the Guabirotuba track at Curityba, in the 
State of Parana. The track’s two most important 
races of the year were offered on that date. The 
best was the Grande Premio Presidente da Re- 
publica, over 2,600 meters, in which the winner 
was Monje Negro, by Lauzun, the crack horse of 
the local track, over a field of 12. The other 
event, for 3-year-olds, was the Grande Premio 
Getulio Vargas, at 1,970 meters, won easily by 
Cixtil, by Bosphore, with Cocarde second. 

December ended with two filly victories. Boni- 
tinha, by Poor Boy, won the Classico Firmiano 
Pinto at Gavea, at 1,800 meters, by the disquali- 
fication of Bienvenue. Cifrinha, by Trinidad, won 
the Classico Raphael de Barros at Cidade Jardim, 
beating a useful field which included Chilique and 
Cognac, which were second and third as named. 
Cifrinha has a strong claim to the filly leadership 
in Brazil. 


Argentine Events 


HOUGH the stakes events of the latter part 

of the year in Argentina were not in as great 
number as those in Brazil, Argentine racing had 
a few very important races. On November 23 the 
crack mare Miss Viola won the Clasico Eduardo 
Casey, at 1,600 meters, at San Isidro, beating her 
stablemate Ipereza and Jolie in 1:38. She is a 
daughter of Master Vere. On November 29 
Tintoretto, by Leteo, won the Handicap Ensayo, 
at 2,200 meters, at Palermo, from a field of no 
great account. The following day the Palermo 
track presented the Clasico Adolfo y Rufino Luro, 
at 1,200 meters, in which the colt Talahuasi II, 
by Caliban, beat Serenisimo, Justiciero, and four 
other good sprinters in 1:10, under w. f. a. con- 
ditions. 

One of the most important events of the sea- 
son was offered at Palermo on December 7. This 
was the Clasico Comparacion, over 2,200 meters, 
with 28,500 pesos added. However, only three 
horses came out, and the easy winner was Bu- 
balco, by Tresiete, which beat Puro Fruto by 
several lengths in 2:17, and is now absolute king 
of Argentine racing. The other starter was 
Robby, and the race was under w. f. a. condi- 
tions. On the following day Ipereza won splen- 
didly, taking the 2,000-meter Clasico Chile, beat- 
ing Canadita and Scabieuse, the latter a good 
stakes winner, in 2:0445. 

On December 14 the San Isidro track presented 
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the Clasico San Isidro, at 2,400 meters, with 33,- 
500 pesos added, for 3-year-olds. The favorite 
was Gay Boy, which had been second to Bubalco 
in the Gran Premio Carlos Pellegrini, but the 
winner was El Chato, by Commuter, which beat 
Romano II, by Schahriar, by a neck in 2:29%5. 
Gay Boy was no better than fifth. 

Two good handicaps were offered the same day, 
but neither was a stakes race. The Premio Hip- 
pedromo Argentino, at 3,000 meters, was won by 
the filly Miss Turpin, by Dick Turpin, and the 
Premio Hippodromo de Belgrano, at 1,600 meters, 
went to the colt Gules, which won by three- 
fourths of a length from the very useful handicap 
horse Poster. Gules, yet another son of Con- 
greve, won in the good time of 1:37%;. 

Miss Viola returned to the races on December 
26, and won the Clasico Benito Villanueva, over 
1,600 meters, with Poster second again, followed 
by Serenisimo, Ipereza, and Zorzalito, a high- 
class sprinting field. The time was 1:35%5. She 
won by a length, with Poster leading Serenisimo 
by two. 

Two days later a field of very good horses con- 
tested the Clasico Miguel Alfredo Martinez de 
Hoz, over 2,500 meters. The winner was another 
Congreve, Bon Vin, which beat Gay Boy three- 
fourths of a length, with El Chato two and a half 
lengths back. The time was 2:39, and the winner 
seems to be one of the strongest challengers for 
Bubalco’s crown. 


Lunar Leads in Uruguay 


HE Clasico Comparacion was Uruguay's best 

race on November 23, at 2,300 meters. Only 
four candidates were in the field, but the crack 
3-year-old Lunar was one of them. The son of 
Stayer, owned by the Bella Esperanca stable, was 
odds-on favorite. He followed the pace of Polar 
to beat him in the stretch, winning by a length 
and a half, equaling the track record of 2:201;. 
Germinal was third and Timbo last. 

On November 30 at Maronas the Handicap 
Clasico America was raced over 1,200 meters, and 
the colt Espinoso, by Strip the Willow, won by a 
length and a half from Curfew, Blanca Paloma, 
and eight more, in 1:11. On the same day the 
Asteroide filly Rendija won a handicap from 
mares and fillies, beating a good field easily. The 
race, not a stakes event, was at 2,000 meters and 
was run in 2:012;. 

The very good 3-year-old Profano, by Cute 
Eyes [a stallion of North American ancestry], 
which had won the Gran Premio Jockey Club at 
Maronas, beating Latero and Lunar (the only de- 
feat Lunar has met), and was third to Lunar and 
Latero in the Uruguayan Derby, won a fine victory 
in the Gran Premio de Honor, over 3,500 meters, 
on December 7. Only four horses started; Polar 
was second and Germinal third, and again a 
record was broken, for Profano went the distance 
in 3:39. With this fine victory, Profano remains 
a threat to Lunar. 

On the following day at Maronas the Premio 
Especial Independencia was run, over 1,600 
meters. El Sajon, by Sprinter, won by a head 
from Aymore, in 1:3645;. On December 14 Ren- 
dija won again, beating the best mares and fillies 
in Uruguay, except Cuyita. This was in the 
Clasico General San Martin, in which Queen 
Mary, La Potota, and Affonsina followed her 
home. Rendija is still unbeaten, while Affonsina, 
which had been ranked as the best of her sex in 
Uruguay, was meeting her first defeat. The time, 
for 2,300 meters, was 2:24. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Chile and Peru 


HE crack Chilean horse Filibustero won the 

Clasico Cuarto Centenario on November 24, 
beating Pilcaniyen and Boldero at 2,400 meters. 
He is now the top older horse in Chile, and his 
owner has asked for conditions for the 1942 
Grande Premio Brazil. On the same day at the 
San Felippe track at Lima, Peru, Pulgarin, by 
Fogon, won an important Clasico from Jerezano, 
the order being the same as the finish of the 
Peruvian Derby. This was at 2,400 meters. On 
November 30 Brooklyn, by Aretino, won a Clasico 
at the Club Hipico, in Santiago, Chile, beating 
Lutecio and El Pibe in 1:17 for 1,300 meters. At 
the same track on December 7 Rosee, by Barran- 
quero, won the Handicap de Verano, over 1,800 
meters, in 1:4815, beating Magerit and Pilcani- 
yen. On the following day at San Felippe, Lima, 
Jerezano, without the opposition of Pulgarin, won 
the Clasico Miguel Checa Eguiguren, at 1,700 
meters, in 1:4625. Second was Iluso, and Ameri- 
ca was third. On December 14 the Clasico raced 
at the Club Hipico at Santiago was won by Gar- 
bosa, by Freeman, which beat Neiva and Siete 
Cartas in :594;5 for 1,000 meters. 


Lunar Beats Bubalco 


NE of the greatest races ever seen by Uru- 

guayan horsemen was presented at the Ma- 
ronas track January 6, when the Gran Premio 
Jose Pedro Ramirez, at 3,000, and under w.f.a. 
conditions, was run, with 32,500 nesos-oro added. 
The field included Lunar, absolute king of the 
Uruguayans, and Bubalco, the No. 1 horse of the 
Argentine tracks. The Tresiete colt was favored, 
but the race found him unable to beat Lunar, 
which won by a half-length after a strong rush in 
the last meters. Profano was second, three- 
fourths of a length ahead of Bubalco. The 
“alsos’”’ were Polar, Vividor, and Albano. The 
time was 3:0345, equaling the South American 
record. 

Lunar will be raced again in the Gran Premio 
Municipal, and then he will be shipped to Brazil 
to race in the Grande Premio Brazil. After that 
he will be sent to the Haras Bella Esperanca, 
owned by J. P. Nogueira, in the State of Sao 
Paulo. However, the Associated Press announced 
yesterday that a special race will be offered 
January 25 at Maronas, over 3,000 meters, for a 
purse of 15,000 pesos-oro to the winner, match- 
ing Lunar, Profano, and Bubalco at level weights. 
The owner of Profano has objected that his Cute 
Eyes colt is also eligible to the Clasico Benito 
Villanueva on January 18, with a fine chance of 
victory. His acceptance is hoped for, however, 
and the three will contest again for supremacy in 
South American racing. In Brazil, Chile, or else- 
where there is not now a top horse with such 
a brilliant racing record as those of Lunar and 
Bubalco. 

January 4 saw the defeat of the odds-on favor- 
ite Zurrun in the Clasico Antonio Prado, over 
2,000 meters, at Cidade Jardim in Brazil. The 
winner was the much improved Cauterio, which 
beat Riviera a length. Zurrun was third, beating 
Fontova, Grand Slam, Tenor, Galeno, and Gran 
Fifi. The time was 2:03, a new track record. 


General Notes 
T was recently announced that a number of 


good English horses and broodmares were be- 
ing purchased for Brazil. Medley was coming to 
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race and then enter stud, and others were to do 
the same, including Morogoro, by Felicitation, one 
of the top English 3-year-olds of 1941. The stal- 
lion Toute Chance and a number of broodmares 
were also to come. There is, however, an uncon- 
firmed report that the ships in which they were 
coming have been bombed and sunk. 

Frequent shipments of broodmares, however, 
are arriving from England at Rio.- The best lots 
are made up of mares purchased by L. P. Ma- 
chado, or transferred by Colonel Lundgren from 
the Caico Stud near Liverpool. Some of them are 
in foal to Michoumy, Museum, Chulmleigh, Pay 
Up, Coroado, Field Trial, and other good sires. 

According to Argentine statistics, Bubalco was 
the leading money winner of 1941, earning 222,- 
900 pesos. Bon Vin won 76,500, and Miss Viola 
was next with 75,840. Among the owners, Fl 
Grillo Stable was the leader with 290,464 pesos. 
Indecis followed with 267,190, and La Tropilla 
earned 147,100. Congreve was again leadex of 
the sires, his get earning 454,967 pesos. Tresiete 
was second with 359.800, and Palanchin was 
third with 226,294. All of them are Argentine- 
bred. The leading rider was Ireneo Leguisamo, 
who won 136 races. Maximo Acosta was a close 
second with 134, and Elias Antunes was a distant 
third with 66. 

Figures from Gavea show Polux leading the 
winners, with 347,200 milreis. Talvez! was sec- 
ond with 234,000 milreis, and Criolan was third 
with 156,000. The leading sire was Trinidad, 
whose get won 738,500 milreis. Taciturno was 
second with 571,000 milreis, and Stayer was third 
with 426,500. The L. P. Machado stable won 
1,067,800 milreis to lead the owners. Colonel 
Lundgren won 583,300, and F. E. P. Machado won 
415,200. J. Zuniga won 99 races to lead the 
jockeys. However, other Brazilian statistics are 
not yet in, and a complete statistical picture for 
Brazil will be along later. 

El Chato and Latero have been shipped to 
Brazil. They are eligible to the Grande Premio 
Sao Paulo, at 3,200 meters, to be raced February 
1 at Cidade Jardim.

Crowd Reducer 


Since racing was stopped in California, the 
track at Agua Caliente has been doing big busi- 
ness, and the Sunday crowds are reported to 
have doubled. With attendance thus raised, the 
track has been able to discontinue its public 
handicapping contest, which was one of the at- 
tractions used to draw crowds over the border. 
But the track announced that this was being 
done to reduce attendance and to prevent ex- 
cessive crowds, in recognition of the danger of 
air raids.

There was a time when only those horses wore 
blinkers which could not be handled well without 
them, and they were usually the mark of an 
untractable horse. Either that day is gone, or 
there is a high majority of rogues among Ameri- 
can horses. During the recent Tropical Park 
meeting the paddock judge, George Read, got to 
counting, found that for the first 19 days of the 
meeting, 581 horses came to the paddock with 
blinkers, 166 without. 


LOUISIANA 


New Orleans 


HE Fair Grounds race track at New Orleans 

is fighting what looks as if it might be a los- 
ing battle with New Orleans handbooks, which 
are apparently running wide open because a 
January election makes authorities hesitate to 
interfere with them. Even some of the book- 
makers were sympathetic and refused to accept 
bets on racing at the local track, but some of 
the others continued to take such bets, and in 
fact made the occasion into an attempt to attract 
customers from books which would not accept 
bets on local racing, so that even this meager 
protection is now gone. The track has altered 
its routine, not releasing scratches, jockeys, or 
other information, until about an hour before 
post time, in what seems an unsuccessful attempt 
to diminish handbook patronage. 

On January 17, however, the track had the 
best crowd of the season to date, estimated at 
about 6,500. The best race was a $1,200 allow- 
ance race for 4-year-olds and upward at 1465 
miles, and the winner was J. L. Sullivan’s Air 
Master, a Chance Shot gelding which has now 
raced five times at the meeting, won three and 
finished second twice. There were two other al- 
lowance races. In a six-furlong dash for 3-year- 
olds the winner was Blue Stem Stable’s Praise- 
worthy, by Stimulus, and in a sprint for older 
horses Lexbrook Stable finished one-two with 
Potranco and Sir Kid. 

On January 24 the track hopes for an ex- 
tremely good day. This is ‘Texas Day,” and 
the track is working with the Texas Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association. There will be two 
stakes; the first is a $1,500 event for Texas-bred 
2-year-olds, and the other is for 3-year-olds and 
up which are Owned by residents of Texas. A 
special train is being run from Dallas, and a good 
many persons from Texas are expected.

Death of T. R. Gardner 


Thomas R. Gardner, former Lexington horse- 
man and banker, died at Tampa, Fla., January 18, 
at the age of 89. He had been retired for a num- 
ber of years, and for the last six had made his 
home in Florida with his daughter, Mrs. W. K. 
Bayless. 

Mr. Gardner was the owner of Timberland 
Farm on the Hoffman Mill Pike, near Lexington, 
at the time Major Barak G. Thomas was moving 
his Dixiana Stud from the present Dixiana Farm 
of C. T. Fisher to his Hira Villa Farm, which was 
located across the road from Timberland. Major 
Thomas rented Timberland from Mr. Gardner, 
and the two farms were operated as a single 
nursery, with Mr. Gardner acting in a managerial 
capacity. Domino was brought to the farm as a 
three-week-old suckling, and the other Thomas 
horses. including Fellowcraft, were moved there. 
The horses were dispersed after the death of 
Major Thomas in the early years of the present 
century, and many years ago Timberland was 
split up into three tracts and sold.

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FLORIDA 


Hialeah Park 


URING the 1940-1941 winter season, Florida 

racing prospered considerably. Tropical 
Park had the most successful first meeting in its 
history. Hialeah Park unaccountably fell off dur- 
ing its early days, and then enjoyed a rush of 
business in the later days which almost brought 
it up to the figures of the previous year; it was 
the only major track which did not show a ma- 
terial increase in betting in 1941. Then Tropical 
Park had a record-breaking spring meeting. 

This year the situation is rather unaccountably 
reversed. With the discontinuance of free passes, 
the unrest caused by the war, and the grinding 
new 16 per cent pari-mutuel take-out, it was not 
surprising that Tropical Park’s first meeting 
dropped somewhat behind figures for the corre- 
sponding meeting a year earlier. The drop was 
not great, from a daily average of $281,668 to 
one of $268,965. Attendance dropped from an 
average of 7,936 to 6,976. 

So it was logical to expect a corresponding 
minor decrease at Hialeah Park, which began its 
46-day winter meeting on January 14, since the 
same three depressing factors were still operat- 
ing. Instead the first day drew 16,533 persons, 
a crowd which was not only larger than last 
year’s inaugural, but the largest first-day crowd 
the track has ever had. During subsequent days 
the increase was sustained, and after the racing 
of January 17 the total attendance was 43,625, as 
against 37,762 for the first four days last year. 
A part of this could be accounted for by weather, 
since the first four days last year were cold, but 
this was hardly enough to account for it all. Hia- 
leah Park, as a matter of policy, publicizes its 
pari-mutuel turnover as little as possible, and 
figures for betting are not complete. On open- 
ing day, however, the total was $454,740, which 
is about $43,000 ahead of opening day in 1941, 
and the first Saturday led the corresponding day 
last year by about the same margin. Through 
four days, Hialeah Park is at least $100,000 ahead 
of 1941 betting. 

On opening day R. W. Collins’ Sweet Willow 
was supposed to take the Hialeah Park Inaugural 
Handicap, but though she ran very well she tired 
at the end and was fourth, the winner being the 
4-year-old Sun Flag gelding De Kalb. Market 
Wise had been entered for the race, but his stable 
shied away from the 126 pounds that he was as- 
signed, and ran him instead in a seven-furlong 
purse for $1,500. Market Wise had 117 pounds 
for this event, but the weight probably meant 
very little. He did not get settled in stride for 
nearly six furlongs, and he then gained rapidly, 
but finished fourth, the winner being Circle M 
Ranch’s Allesandro, a California-bred by Can- 
tankerous. There was another upset on the first 
Saturday, when Mrs. Ralph MclIlvain’s Bright 
Willie, by Brilliant, caught the favored American 
Wolf in the stretch and beat him a half-length. 
The supporting feature was a six-furlong affair 
for fillies and mares, and Max Wexler’s Button 
Hole, by Clock Tower, was the favorite and win- 
ner. 

On the Saturday also the first starter by Hal 
Price Headley’s high-class Menow got to the 
races. This was Menex, owned by Mr. Headley’s 
son-in-law Louis Lee Haggin II. Menex rushed 
into the lead and won at nearly 14 to 1, at the 
expense of J. H. Louchheim’s 8-to-5 Black Grip. 
Coldstream Stable, which dominated the Hialeah 
2-year-old racing with Albatross last year,

brought out an early winner January 15 in Swim- 
min Hole, by Coldstream, which won by two 
lengths from a big field of first-starters. 


1942's First Stakes Race 


In 1941 five stakes had been run by January 14. 
This year, however, with Santa Anita Park 
closed, the first stakes was run January 14, when 
Hialeah Park opened its gates, with the principal 
attraction the Hialeah Park Inaugural Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs). 
Twenty-one horses were in the overnight entries, 
including Louis Tufano’s Market Wise. The 
Brokers Tip colt, apparently out for a tighten- 
ing-up race, was declared out of the Inaugural, 
in which he would have had to carry 126 pounds, 
and started in the fifth race, an allowance event 
in which he finished fourth under 117 pounds. 
Five others were also scratched in the Inaugural, 
leaving 15 starters. W. Hirschensohn’s De Kalb 
(110) broke in front, closely followed by the 
favored Sweet Willow (120), R. W. Collins’ good 
home-bred mare. Jockey Basil James, a recent 
arrival from Santa Anita Park, held De Kalb in 
restraint down the back stretch but the Sun 
Flag gelding pulled away from Sweet Willow and 
was three lengths in front rounding the far turn. 
Once in the straight James put the pacemaker 
under pressure and De Kalb, though faltering 
slightly, went under the finish wire a length and 
a half in front of Maxwell Howard's fast-closing 
The Chief (110), which got up just in time to 
nose out Sheriff Culkin (118) for second money. 
In order followed Sweet Willow, Zacatine (104), 
Red Chip (110), Cherry Jam (116), Red Dock 
(114), Battle Colors (114), Third Covey (108), 
Johnnie J. (110), Joe Schenck (113), Liberty 
Franc (108), Doubt Not (111), and Wise Niece 
(114). Time, :2235, :45%3,, 1:11%, track fast.

He was sold as a yearling at the Lexing- 
ton Fall Sales for $1,700, the third highest price 
received by Shandon Farm in its dispersal sale, 
Howard Oots being the purchaser. He has run 
mostly in non-claiming races, but occasionally 
has been dropped into a high-class claiming 
event.

In three 
years of campaigning he has started 28 times, 
won eight races, finished second six times, third 
six times, and has earned $12,755. He is a 
brother to Lemont, winner of the Richard John- 
son Stakes, second in the Hialeah Nursery 
Stakes, and third in the Bashford Manor Stakes. 
Pera was unplaced in her only start, as a 2-year- 
old. She is also the dam of the winners Master 
Star, Masters Rose, and South Mill, and of the 
producer Mistress Pera. Colline produced the 
winners W. H. Daniel (Dash, Sapphire Stakes, 
Nursery Handicap), Westmore, Scribo, Lempriere 
(in Australia), Aunt Josie (also producer), Colfin 
(also producer), and Marie Odile (dam of 11 
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winners, including Draconis, winner of the Tre- 
mont, Colorado, and Belmont Park Juvenile 
Stakes; Dr. T. S. Dabney, winner of the Canarsie 
Claiming Stakes; and Convert, winner of the 
Consolation Claiming Stakes) and the producer 
Kitty Maude. Jura was dam of the winners 
Elizabeth B. (also producer), Troublemaker, and 
Council, and the producer Jural. 


Bright Willie's Smart Win 


The twelfth running of the Hialeah Stakes 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds, six furlongs), at Hia- 
leah Park on Saturday, January 17, drew 15 
starters, all eligible for the Flamingo Stakes. 
The favorite was Mrs. Alice F. Sherman’s Ameri- 
can Wolf (116), a recent winner at Tropical Park. 
Trainer Bill Winfrey had announced before the 
race that his charge was in top condition ‘and 
Eddie Arcaro has the mount.”” The crowd backed 
him down to 17 to 10. Mrs. E. Mulrenan’s First 
Fiddle (116) broke fastest, was soon passed by 
Mrs. Ralph Mcllvain’s Bright Willie (116), but 
before the first quarter had been covered Ameri- 
can Wolf was in the van. At the head of the 
stretch the favorite was leading by a length and 
Bright Willie was running second, a length and 
a half ahead of First Fiddle. Jockey Alfred 
Robertson drove Bright Willie through on the 
inside, gradually moved up to the leader, and at 
the eighth-pole was racing on even terms with 
American Wolf. Under Arcaro’s urging the lat- 
ter again pulled away, but his drive collapsed 
near the finish and Bright Willie went under the 
wire a half length in front. First Fiddle, which 
took the overland route throughout the race, 
finished third, a length behind American Wolf and 
a length ahead of Huntley and Sher’s Tomochichi 


(114). In order followed Rodey (114), Eternal 
Peace (116), Redthorn (114), Notes (114), In- 
coming (116), Alohort (116), Curious Roman 
(116), Air Current (116), and Hialeah (116).

Bright Willie was foaled at the late Jesse 
Spencer’s Chilesmere Farm, near Lexington. He 
started three times for Mr. Spencer in 1941, but 
was still a maiden when failing health caused his 
owner to give up his racing stable. The Spencer 
horses in training were dispersed by a unique 
sales procedure on the morning of May 14, 1941. 
Thomas B. Cromwell, of the Cromwell Bloodstock 
Agency, stood at the door of Mr. Spencer’s stable 
at Churchill Downs, received offers privately 
from various horsemen, let each horse go for the 
highest offer. Mr. MclIlvain got Bright Willie 
for $1,750. The colt’s first start for his new 
Owner was a winning one and in 13 starts for 
Mrs. MclIlvain he has been unplaced only twice. 
His best race was the $2,000 overnight Decora- 
tion Day Handicap at Detroit in which he set a 
new track record of 5235 seconds for 41.5 fur- 
longs. His entire record is 16 starts, seven wins, 
four seconds, two thirds, with earnings of $15,- 
670. Sweet Face placed twice at three, her only 
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racing season. She is also dam of the good win- 
ners Sweet Tone, Our Willie (winner of the over- 
night Pontchartrain Handicap), and Long Face. 
In the 1941 Lexington Fall Sales she was sold 
by Mr. Spencer’s estate to W. R. Estill, of Lex- 
ington, for $50. Bright Willie is her only foal 
since 1934. Brilliant, the sire of Bright Willie, 
had sired many useful horses but no other stakes 
winner. He died in 1940. Frances Star won at 
three and is the dam of the winners Greyface, 
Patsy H. (19 wins), My Sweetie (also producer), 
Red Face, and Tan Face. Frances Dillon won at 
two and produced the winners Nancy F. (Rose- 
dale Stakes, Tomboy Handicap, and dam of three 
winners), Collis Ormsby, Jessie Ormsby, Crutches 
(also producer), Cimmerian, and Luke Dillon. 
Wagnet produced the winners Broken Melody and 
Halley Lisle. Wagnet was half-sister to five 
winners, including the good producer Regea. 


First Reward 


First winner from the first crop of the young 
Coldstream Stud stallion Reaping Reward was 
Ample Reward, which took the first race at Hia- 
leah Park January 20. Ample Reward, bred by 
W. B. Miller’s Greenwich Stud, was offered for 
sale at Saratoga last August, was purchased by 
Coldstream Stable for $3,600. He is out of Sable 
Lady, dam of the English stakes winner El 
Morocco and of six other winners. 

Ample Reward raced under the silks of Mrs. 
Elmer Dale Shaffer, wife of one of Coldstream 
Stable’s owners, is Mrs. Shaffer’s first winner. 


O. L. Foster Suspended 


The Florida State Racing Commission an- 
nounced January 13 that Victory Bound, which 
won at Tropical Park January 9, had been stimu- 
lated, and that Trainer O. L. Foster had been sus- 
pended. The extent of the suspension was not 
immediately decided. 

Trainer Foster, who has been connected with 
racing for many years, is credited with the de- 
velopment of Jack Westrope, Charlie Allen, and 
other good riders.

Court Manor Sold 


EWS that Court Manor, breeding establish- 

ment of the late Willis Sharpe Kilmer, had 
been sold was published January 17 in the Rich- 
mond Times-Dispatch. The deal conveyed the 
834-acre show place to Hugh N. and Edward 
Rakes, of Floyd, Va., who will add it to several 
other large farms they own, to be used as a dairy 
farm. One condition of the sale is that the last 
of the Kilmer horses, *Sun Briar, Exterminator, 
and the broodmare Suntica, will remain there un- 
til spring, when Suntica is due to foal to *Chal- 
lenger II. 

Court Manor was purchased by Mr. Kilmer in 
1924, after he had hunted for two years for a 
location that suited him, and it was estimated 
that he spent nearly $1,000,000 in developing it. 
Sun Beau was foaled there, as were Reigh Count, 
Sun Edwin, and many others. 

Mr. Kilmer died July 12, 1940, and nearly all 
his horses were dispersed in a sale in the follow- 
ing October, when 101 head of Thoroughbreds 
were sold for $225,225. Exterminator had been 
pensioned at Court Manor since he ended his 
great racing career. Three stallions were not 
sold; *Sun Briar was one of these, and he was 
retired, then at the age of 25. The stallions *Hill- 
town and Sun Beau were leased out, and these, 
with Suntica, are the only Thoroughbreds now 
retained by the estate. 


Annex for Spendthrift Farm 


Leslie Combs II and George F. Clare last week 
purchased from Lucas B. Combs (uncle of Leslie 
II) the 201-acre Broadside Farm on the Delong 
Pike near Lexington. Though Mr. Clare, a Lex- 
ington tobacco man, was associated as a partner 
in the purchase of the land, the farm will be 
under the management of Leslie Combs II and 
will be used to take care of the overflow of horses 
whenever Mr. Combs’ Spendthrift Farm becomes 
crowded. It will also be cultivated to some ex- 
tent. Besides his own horses he has numerous 
boarders in his charge. He expects to move a 
number of animals immediately. 

Lucas B. Combs, who has been breeding Thor- 
oughbreds for many years, used Broadside Farm 
mainly for cultivation and kept his horses at 
Runner’s Rest, which he still owns.

Spring Dates 


FFICIALS of the National Steeplechase and 

Hunt Association and representatives of the 
various hunt race meetings have been conferring 
recently, and dates for 10 spring meetings have 
been set. The officials of the meetings anticipate 
considerable difficulties, because of a scarcity of 
riders and exercise boys, and because restricted 
use of automobiles may make attendance diffi- 
cult. By opening races originally restricted to 
amateur riders to professionals, and making 
other changes in conditions, the shortage of rid- 
ers may be compensated for, though there is 
nothing to be done about transportation. 

Representatives of the Radnor, Rolling Rock, 
Rose Tree, Huntingdon Valley, Whitemarsh, and 
Pickering Hunts met recently to discuss con- 
ditions, decided to do the best they could, with 
no serious curtailment of purses. A good many 
persons interested in hunt racing believe that the 
1942 meetings should be run for the benefit of 
tthe Red Cross, or for some other agency con- 
nected with the war, and though this will be left 
to the individual meetings, the Hunts Committee 
is writing to all owners, trainers, riders, and 
others interested, asking for support and co- 
operation. 

One encouraging factor was the statement of 
Lt. George Strawbridge, former amateur rider 
and now aide to Lt. Col. Edwin N. Hardy, chief 
oi the U. S. Remount Service, that Colonel Hardy 
was very much in favor of continuing the hunts 
meetings, and would give his support where 
possible.

AR in front of his nearest competitor, *Blen- 

heim II led the American sire list in 1941 
with a total of $337,755 in first monies won by 
his get, the largest total credited to a stallion 
since 1930, when *Sir Gallahad III’s get set an 
all-time record by winning $403,430 in first 
monies. The Blandford stallion, whose oldest 
American-bred foals were 3-year-olds in 1941, is 
owned by a syndicate of seven persons and stands 
at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. 
The 3-year-old champion Whirlaway accounted 
for $255,160 of his total. The only other stallion 
to surpass *Blenheim II's total is Man o’ War, 
whose foals won $408,137 in 1926, with all monies 
considered. Exact first monies are not available 
for that year. 


Also at Claiborne is the second stallion on the 
list, *Sir Gallahad III, which was the leader last 
year for the fourth time. *Bull Dog, full brother 
to *Sir Gallahad III, and quartered at Coldstream 
Stud, Lexington, was third, as he was in 1940. 
*Bull Dog’s first and second crops placed him 
fifteenth on the sire list in 1935, and in every 
year since he has been sixth or better, holding 
perhaps the best year-in-and-year-out record of 
consistency among American stallions. Equi- 
poise, which died after siring four crops of foals, 
was in fourth place, possibly the highest he will 
reach, since his foals will race now in diminish- 
ing numbers.

Wise Counsellor, for the fifth consecutive year, 
sired the winners of the greatest number of races. 
Over the same period he has also had the most 
winners each year, except that in 1938 he shared 
leadership with Reigh Count. Second to him on 
both lists is Flying Heels, which was lost in a 
fire in April, 1940, and whose last few foals are 
yearlings this year. The leaders in number of 
winners and number of races won:

For nine successive years, the number of stal- 
lions which were represented by winners, has 
been advancing steadily, and in 1941 the record 
number of 1,116 appear on the list. 
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The number of winners also reached a new 
record, 7,159. The New York State Racing Com- 
mission recently estimated that there were 25,000 
horses in training; if the estimate is substantially 
correct, fewer than one in three were winners 
last year. The number of races, 16,762, repre- 
sents an advance of 170 over 1940, but is well 
short of the record, 17,103, set in 1939. Distri- 
bution in first monies advanced sharply, by about 
$1,200,000, and the average value of first money 
per race also climbed substantially, to $762, this 
being the highest figure reached since 1931, and 
an increase of $68 (9.8 per cent) over 1940. The 
following tabulation shows the comparison of 
1941 totals with those of the previous 11 years:

In his first 
crop, 2-year-olds of 1940, were the stakes winners Mabrouka 
and Boudoir and one other winner. Four others placed. He 
has three winners at two this year. *Mahmoud won the 
Derby, Richmond Stakes, Champagne Stakes, was second in 
Two Thousand Guineas, St. James’ Palace Stakes, third in 
St. Leger, New Stakes and Middle Park Stakes. 


Every foal by Boojum, except two which have not 
started, is a winner, and include the stakes winners Snark 
(in three seasons), Thingamubob (outstanding 2-year-old 
when injured and destroyed), Jub Jub, etc. To the end of 
1940, Boojum’s foals had won an average of $13,895.
